This statement was made.to a China Mail reporter yesterday by 


Interviewed last Thursday by a 
China Mail reporter regarding the 
reported impending retirement of 
Mr. Irving, and the rumours con- 
cerning supposed successors, Sir 
Claud Severn, the Colonial Secret- 
ary, stated that Mr. Irving was not 
resigning. He was merely going 
Home on leave jn February. The 
question of his substitute was being 
discussed. Whether or not Mr, 
Irving would retire will be con

Mr. Irving is going on leave. 
Questions regarding possible 
changes in the status of the Educa- 
tion Board vis-a-vis the Director of 
Education did not therefore arise.

Mr. Irving’s Career. 


Mr. Irving, who will be 54 next . 
july, began his civil service coreer 
in the Federated Malay States, 
taking up his first appointment, as 
Junior officer, Perak, in 1891. Ten 
years later,on April 30th 1901, he- 
arrived in Hongkong to take up 
the post of Inspector of Schools, be= 
coming acting Registrar General 
and a member of the Legislative 
Council four years later, In 1909 
Mr. Irving - resumed duty as 
Inspector of Schools, the title being - 
changed the same year to Director 
of Education. ; 


For two or three months of 1910 
he again became acting Registrar 
with a seat on the Legislative 
Council and tater on he acted as 
first Police Magestratg, In 1913 his 
appointment was rased to first- 
class. During the war Mr. Irving . 
acted as cable censor and for two 
or three months in Igi8 he was 
attached to the military commiss- 
jon at Vladivostock.., For his work 
in organising the cpnsorship there 
he received the thanks of Majore 
General Knox, C,M.G, the head of 
the Mission. Mr. Irving was 
appointed a member of the, 
Legistative Council in April, 1920, 
and sé¢rved on the University: - 
Commission.

Chan Chun-chau, Hung Kwai- 
ting and Hung Yan-wa wore

eight revolvers ‘and 4% rounds of 
ammunition ina box, A Chinese 
sergeant searched the third defen- 
dant’s Juggage which the police 
say includes a Chinese tea-basket 
in the lining of which were four 
loaded revolvers. . 
A remand was madetill Monday 
as the first prisoner may be 
charged with complicity «in: the 
piracy of ‘the — steameJaunch 
“Kango” near Amoy, 
All three defendants were 
second class passengers on the 
“Hanoi.” ; 

It is also said thatthe first man 
was jn the hands of the police after 
the “ Sui An” piracy. He was 
brought to Hongkong from 
Shanghai but no charge was pre- 
ferred against him. 

STORY OF SUSPICION. 

The police on duty at the wharf, 
got suspicious when a numbér of 
Hakkas and Hoklos wanted to 
board the “Hanoi” for Kwong 
chau-wan, this being considered 
unusual, After six men had been 
sent away by the police, two were 
laterfound trying to get on board 
an O.S.K. vessel for Swatow. 
These two menywere also, detained 
in addition to the three defendants 
‘fron the “Hanoi” andthe twelve 
suspects taken into custody. 

In connection with all these 

“arrests, it is stated that victims of 
the “Kango” and > “Sui An” 
piracies are being assembled with 
a view to identification parades.

FIRST TRIP TO CHINA. 


Arriving {n port yesterday yns 
‘the new British-India s,s, “Talma,’ 
{which was on its ‘initial voyage 
‘from Calcutta to the Far East. 


| Those whose business has taken 
them on board will have noticed 
that this ship is more elaborately 
designed.than predecessors fu the 
same class, Practically all that 
modern science could do has been 
brought in to give of the best to 
passengers. Only recently launch. 
ed, the “Talma” should prove a 
valuable addition to’ the B. L 
service. Shehas a tonnage of 10,000 
gross and the dimensions are 467 
feet in length, 5954 feet in breadth 
and 40 feet in depth. She burns coal 
and is fitted with two funnels, 
The “Talma” has spacious ace 
commodation for’ first and second 
class passengers, and, in addition, 
orrangements have been made for 
the berthing of.a large number of 
deck passengers in the upper and 
second ’tween decks. This steamer 
can accommodate 60 first class, 74 
segond class and about 3,000 deck 
passengers, A special feature for 
the convenjonce of deck passen- 
gers is that the tween decks are 
fitted with sleeping platforms. 
The first and second class cabins, 
as in the case of the other recent 
BI. passenger steamers, are situat- 
‘ed amidships on the promenade 
and bridge decks. Each cabin is 
comfortably fitted and has access 
by its own port hole or port holes 
to ample outside light and fresh 
air, In the first saloon there are 
one, two and three-kerthed cabins, 
while the second saloon is fitted 
-with three.and foureberthed cabins, 
Unusually spacious first and 
saloon. promenade decks afford 
ample raom for deck games, danc- 
ing, and other forms of exercise, or 
entertainments, The , passenger 
accommodation generally, is 
characterised by comfort and cool- 
ness and is specially designed ‘for 
conditions in .the tropics. In the 
public rooms a restful scheme of 
interior decoration has been de- 
sigaed which will gratify the re- 
strained taste of Eastern voyagers. 


Steam is supplied by four cylin- 
drical single-ended boilers work- 
ing ata pressure of 215 Ibs. under 
Howden’s latest system of forced 
draught. Tompkin’s steam purifier 
is fitted to the main steam connece 
tions. The machinery is de- 
signed to developa power sufficient 
for a speed of 13 knots. 

The steamer is fitted with wire- 
less installation, with berths for 
three operators, situated in a house 
onthe boat deck. There are also 
two hospitals, one in the fore fend 
,of the bridge ’ tween decks, and an 
isolation hospital above the poop 
deck. Special rooms have been 
built for the purpose of carrying 
mails and specie. ° 

The vessel is built to Lloyd's 100 
A. 1 Class, and is constructed with 
straight stem and crulser stern, 
with poop, bridge and forecastle 
decks: and promenade and boat 
decks above bridge deck. Ten 
S-ton derricks are fitted on derrick 
posts, ten steam winches are 
provided forthe rapid handling of 
cargo, and a25-ton derrick is fitted 
atthe foremast for dealing with 
special cargo. 

The Commander of the “ Talma"” 
is Capt. J. R. O'Sullivan; Chief 
Engineer, Mr. J. A. Cumeron; and 
Chief Officer, Mr. J. Foreman.
